MOSCOW—The Soviet Union de- 

nounced Sunday the U.S. launch- 
ing of two observation satellites 
—Tiros III and Midas III—as acts 
of espionage and aggression. 


Krasnaya Zvezda, the news- 
paper of the Soviet armed forces, 
compared the orbiting of the 
weather reporting satellite and 
rocket detection satellite with 
flights over the Soviet Union by 
the U.S. U2 reconnaissance plane. 


‘‘A spy Is a spy no matter at 
what height it flies,” the official 
newspaper declared. 

VIOLENT REACTION 

This initial and violent Soviet 
reaction to the launching of ob- 
servation satellites on Wednesday 
discouraged U.S. hopes that Mos- 
cow might be induced to co- 
operate in the Tiros meteorolog- 
ical program. 


Tiros III was launched equipped 
with two television scanning cam- 
eras and has been transmitting 
back to earth photographs of the 
earth’s cloud formation. The satel- 
lite is capable of spotting and 
giving warning of hurricanes. 
The United States intends short- 
ly to invite some 100 other na- 
tions, including the Soviet Union,

The Hammarskjold announce- 
ment came after the Tunisian

In the mountains, they have a 
saying, “Some men will travel as 
fur as the road’s trimmed out.” 


Georgia’s eagerness to get on 
te move, so clearly illustrated 
in talks with 25 outstanding com- 
munity leaders, indicates the state 
also will travel as far as it can 
find a path.

CONTINUING IMPRESSION 


Unfolding the political and 
propaganda alternatives in the U. 
S. position on Berlin alongside the 
consultations with its European 
Allies on a military build-up, 
Rusk said that the process of im- 
pressing on the world that the So- 
viet Union is seeking to disturb 
the peace started with President 
John F, Kennedy’s statements last 
week and “will continue in the 
weeks and months ahead.” 


Discussing the Berlin crisis on 
ABC-TV’s ‘“‘Editor’s Choice’’, Rusk 
acknowledged that the Soviet 
Union could veto any Western 
proposal in the U.N. Security 
Council. 


But, he said, the issue could 
come up before the General As- 
sembly. Under a 1950 resolution, 
the Assembly can take up mat- 
ters pertaining to peace and se- 
curity that were vetoed in the 
Security Council and is empow- 
ered to issue action recommenda- 
tions. 


“Debate in the General Assem- 
bly,”” Rusk said, “is not just de- 
bate, it is an opportunity for re- 
cording the views and judgments 
of the rest of the world, and we 
would not be at all nervous about 
putting these issues to the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the United Na- 
tions and make it clear that 
where there is now peace, there 
is threat against it; where there 
are people living in freedom, there 
is a threat against them, and en- 
gage the conscience of the world 
on the underlying issues in this 
situation.” 


Rusk said that a U.N. debate 
of the Berlin situation would 
“‘make a difference to Mr. Kru- 
shchev,’’ because “he has made 
it clear that he has some political 
ambitions in these other parts of 
the world among all of the neutral 
and uncommitted nations, so- 
called underdeveloped areas of 
the world. 


“If his own position is dis- 
credited among these nations by 
the moves that he would bring 
to bear against Berlin, this will 
be a very heavy political price

‘T think that if this crisis de- 
velops into a situation of very 
high tension, that you can be cer- 
tain it will come before the 
United Nations in some form.”’ 


For the present, Rusk said, 
“I don’t believe that we can see 
any changes in their position since 
the date of the Soviet aide mem- 
oire at the time of the Vienna 
visit.” 

The memorandum, handed by 
Khrushchev to Kennedy, outlined 
the Soviet timetable for signing 
a peace treaty with East Ger- 
many and handing over to it the 
control over the access routes to 
Berlin. 


The secretary said that if Ber- 
lin “‘is a focal point of trouble, it 
is because of the pressures com- 
ing from the East.” 


“There are many possible ex- 
planations of the Soviet initiative 
on this question,” he said. “I 
think we know they are anxious 
about the situation in Eastern 
Germany itself. I think they 
would undoubtedly like to con- 
solidate their present de facto 
position in East Germany and 
in Central Europe, and I think 
that they feel that West Berlin, 
cut off as it is, is always a 
tempting possibility for applying 
pressure.”’ 


FUTILE TIMETABLE 


Rusk declared that the Soviet 
timetable on Beriin would come 
to ‘‘a fruitless end’’ because ‘‘any 
attempt to destroy Western rights 
in Berlin by a piece of paper 
signed between the Soviet Union 
and East Germany simply can- 
not have that effect.” 


“This is a legal absurdity,” 
he said. “It is not an act of 
political wisdom and if impli- 
cations are drawn from this no- 
tion that our rights have been 
destroyed, this could create a 
very dangerous situation.” 


On the subject of possible ne- 
gotiations with Moscow over Ber- 
lin, Rusk said that its exact 
timing and form “will be for 
further consideration with the 
Allies and indeed will be judged 
in terms of the developing situ- 
ation.”

NEW YORK—The establishment 
of a privately endowed liberal 
arts college in Sarasota, Fla., was 
announced here Sunday by the 
chairman of the board of trustees. 


The four-year co-educational in- 
stitution, to be known as New 
College, is expected to enroll its 
first class of students in Sep- 
tember 1964. 


Dr. George F. Baughman, vice 
president for business affairs and 
treasurer of New York University, 
has resigned from his post effec- 
tive Oct. 1 to accept the presi- 
dency of the college. 


CHURCH COOPERATES 


The Board of Home Missions 
of the Congregational Christian 
Churches is cooperating with the 
board of trustees in the organi- 
zation of New College. 


Philip H. Hiss of Sarasota, 
chairman of the board, described 
the projected college as “church- 
related and conducted in a man- 
ner expressive of Christian prin- 
ciples but, in accordance with 
centuries-old Congregationalist 
policies, free from churrch con- 
trol.” 


The articles of incorporation 
adopted by the college and ap- 
proved by the State of Florida 
call for ‘“‘the education of men 
and women, irrespective of racial 
origin or religious belief, in all 
branches of learning and educa- 
tion,’’ Hiss added. 


STRESS ON FREEDOM 


Hiss said the college would 
stress freedom of inquiry and the 
responsibility of the individual 
student for his own education. 


“Any educational institution 
which limits inquiry, whether 
through fear, through ignorance 
or through prejudice, deprives the 
student of his birthright: the 
right to discover truth for him- 
self,’"’ Hiss declared. 


The name New College was 
selected because the organizers 
envisaged a new try at liberal 
education in the Southeast. 


A PRESTIGE COLLEGE 


Dr. Baughman predicted that 
New College would be a “‘prestige 
college’’ in the quality of its 
faculty and student body. Aca- 
demic standards will be estab- 
lished at the ‘top level of ex- 
cellence.”’ “‘Trade-school courses, 
leisure-time-passers and the mul- 
titude of non-academic subjects 
that clutter up college catalogs 
today will be absent from the 
curriculum,”’ he added.

MIAMI (UPI) — The Cuban government has 
vetoed a State department-backed airlift of Cubans flee-

Prosperous states of the Union share 
their wealth with poorer states. Prosper- 
ous counties in the state of Georgia help 
support less fortunate counties. This is 
just. It is one of the higher purposes of 
our organized society. 

But the thing has gotten out of bal- 
ance in Georgia. Many of the poorer coun- 
ties are doing Jess than they can and 
drawing on the creditor counties for more 
than they should. 

The balance ought to be restored be- 
fore Georgians permit any statewide tax 
increase. 

The balance can be restored only if 
counties equalize assessments on property 
—both to get untaxed property onto the 
books, and to assure each property owner 
that he is not paying more than his fair 
share while a favored neighbor dodges. 

Constitution Business Editor Jim 
Montgomery reports today on an Associ- 
ated Industries of Georgia survey. The 
survey shows how far out of balance 
things have gotten. 

Echols County pays $43 per person into 
the state treasury and draws out $149. 
Fulton County pays $146 per person to 
the state and gets back only $40. 

Of Georgia’s 159 counties, 121 of them 
—three out of four—draw an average 
apiece of $300,000 more out of the state 
treasury than they put in. The other 38 
counties average payment of $3 million 
each more than they take out—with the 
big six among them paying in more than 
twice as much as they get back. 

If the debtor counties were paying all 
they fairly could in proportion to what 
the creditor counties are paying, there 
would be no complaint. 

But many of them aren't. 

And with the state treasury surplus 
rapidly draining away, the inevitable call 
for an increase of state taxes should be 
forestalled now by insistence on tax 
equalization in coasting counties before 
any further general increase is tolerated.

Here’s Why the State 
Has a Traffic Problem 


Georgia’s traffic problem can be better 
understood from statistics recently re- 
leased by the U.S. Department of Com- 
merce showing that motor vehicle regis- 
trations almost doubled in the state in 
the past decade. Last year’s total was 
1,512,118, the nation’s 16th largest in 
number. 

The increase in registrations from 
1959 to 1960 alone was 76,259 vehicles. 
There is now an average of one motor- 
vehicle for every 2.6 of the state’s 3,943,- 
116 men, women and children. More than 
ever the state’s economy is on wheels. 

This is all the more reason, of course, 
that the state proceed with all possible 
speed on its road construction program. 
The cost to a large extent will be offset 
by improvements in movement of traffic 
and goods, reduction in accidents, less 
expense in operation of vehicles and less 
wear and tear upon them.

Foreign Aid Program 
Deserves Clear Sailing 


The Kennedy administration’s foreign 
aid bill has cleared its first major hurdle 
almost intact. The Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee has approved all its ma- 
jor provisions, including giving the Pres- 
ident authority to set up his long-range 
foreign aid borrowing program. 

The latter provides for a five-year 
$8.8 billion authorization for develop- 
ment loans through treasury borrowing 
to needy countriés, permitting the admin- 
istration to place this program on a sus- 
tained basis. Congress, reluctant to give 
up its prerogative of appropriating funds 
on an annual basis, has refused such au- 
thority in the past. But under the plan, 
Congress will review the program con- 
stantly and its authority over the funds 
will be unchallenged. 

Development loans on a long-term 
basis is one of the most sensible ap- 
proaches yet to foreign aid. It provides a 
means of”’assisting those nations who are 
resisting the temptation of communism 
through helping them strengthen their 
economies and thus providing relief from 
intense poverty. 

Foreign aid, used wisely. can further 
the cause of democracy and freedom. 
There have been abuses and shortsight- 
edness in some past programs ‘but the 
over-all results are good. We are learn- 
ing, for instance, that helping people who 
wish to help themselves yields greater 
dividends than handouts which are not 
directed to development. 

Congress speedily should approve the 
entire program in our own long-range 
wational interests.

There’s a new political campaign a-brewing 
in Georgia. Here and there are indications that 
some prospective candidates are no longer un- 
aware that the old answers won't suffice, that 
even the county unit system cannot forever blind 
the people to the need for industria! develop- 


ment—on a regional and area basis, What good, - 


for instance, is a county unit system if the 
counties have lost their population? 

There is no longer any excuse for politics 
based on divisive and emotional demagoguery 
along rural-urban lines. The interests of Geor- 
gia counties cannot be separated from those of 
Macon, Augusta and Atlanta. Industrial develop- 
ment is the prime need to provide jobs every- 
where, to produce markets for our farms and 
to give opportunity to the young. 

Using the cities as whipping boys to get 
elected may have served the purpose of poli- 
ticians but it has only deceived rural Geor- 
gians who have had to flee to the cities in 
droves, many of them unskilled and unprepared, 
in search of jobs. If the trend should continue, 
as Dean Manners of Georgia State College of 
Business Administration has pointed out, ‘‘In 
time, these few population concentrations will 
rule the state government, absolutely, and Geor- 
gia land will be one-fourth urban and three- 
fourths pine trees and poverty!” 

No Georgian, be he rural or urban, wants 
Dean Manners’ warning to come true. That’s 
why those who seek office had better take a 
look at the statistics and come up with new 
answers instead of the old tranquilizers and 
bromides.—GEORGE BOSWELL.

‘Atlanta’s Big But 
A Little Shabby’ 


Robert A. Futterman is 33 years old. Five 
years ago he was collecting rents for $75 a 
week. Now he heads the Futterman Corp. hold- 


ing real estate properties from coast to coast. One of his ventures 
is the new hotel being built at Atlanta’s airport. 

From his studies and judgments of American cities—backed 
by his own cash—he has reached some conclusions in a_ book, 
“The Future of Our Cities,”’ published by Doubleday. He gives his 
impressions of Atlanta and 16 others. They are sharp.

He likes Kansas City—‘‘one of the best bets of all American 


cities. . 


. . Midcontinent is where the great expansion of the next 


few decades will come ... (but) St. Louis ... perfect in situation 
... is stodgy where Kansas City is alive.”’ 

He is cool on Dallas-Fort Worth. He thinks they rely too heavily 
on oil, cotton, stockyards and aircraft. ‘There is going to be a day 
of reckoning in the manufacturing segment of the Dallas economy . . 
unless the city moves rapidly into consumer goods areas.” 

New Orleans? ‘‘As the only major city between Georgia and 


Texas, it has financial functions to perform, though generally it 


looks to Atlanta or to Dallas for leadership.”’ 
Boston? “I know no more hopeless downtown than Boston's,” 


Mr. Futterman says. “Let it be a lesson. Innate conservatism is 


dangerous enough to a city, though self-interest can overcome it, 


as Cincinnati and Indianapolis demonstrate. Add a _ political pig- 
headedness based on ethnic prejudice, however, and no amount of 


culture or money can save your city.” 

And how about Atlanta? A-OK, says Mr. Futterman. “As much 
the center of Dixie as Paris is of France. A center of civilization, 
too; at its best, a place where the old stuff from Southern gentility 


can bear examination . 


. Barring racial warfare, which Atlanta is 


more likely to avoid than any other city of the Deep South, the next 

decade seems sure to hear an even louder noise from Peachtree.”’ 
He notes Atlanta was built by transportation, “‘and the next decade 

will see even greater advance. Three major segments of the federal 


highway program will hub on Atlanta . 


. aStride the main routes 


from both the Midwest and the Northwest to expanding Florida.”’ 
“When this advantage in situation is combined with relatively 
open country for expansion, relatively low wage rates and rela- 
tively enlightened city government, the issue is scarcely in doubt,”

Archaic control of governor and state legislature by rural areas 
is a problem to the city, he says, but he thinks the boom of strongly 
diversified industry here can carry the city forward in spite of it. 

“The conditions that promoted the city’s expansion in the fifties 
will persist for years to come,” he says. ‘“‘This will be a much big- 


ger city in 1975 than it is now.”’ 


To keep us humble he adds,

Sparks U.S. Debate 


WASHINGTON—The ‘“‘get-tough”’ relief pol- 
icy of Newburgh is having speading national ef- 
fects. Ripples from this rock in a pond are moving 


. a master 


far from that upstate New York town. National issues are suddenly 
being drawn up. And politicians in both national parties are sud- 
denly having that damp, chill feeling that Newburgh’s example may 
provoke national showdowns in which they must sooner or later 


stand up to be counted. 


How far does any community 
owe an obligation to the migrant 
jobless who come in from the out- 
side to get onto the relief rolls 
or to those who show no great 
wish to find work in any case? 
When does right public compas- 
sion become wrong public senti- 
mentality, putting umbrellas over 
the shiftless and the “relief 
clients,” happy only in_ that 
drearily sheltered state, and the 
“unwed mothers’ who remain 
persistently unwed? 

Newburgh’s authorities are do- 
ing brisk—and some say harsh— 
things about these questians. They 
are cutting off relief to sw who 
voluntarily leave their jobs or 
refuse available jobs. They are 
putting able-bodied relief recip- 
ients to work on public projects. 
They are putting restrictions on 
relief to “‘unwed mothers.’ And 
So on. 

But they are also doing much 
more. They are thrusting into pub- 
lic consciousness, in the most 
dramatic way since public relief 
became an ordinary part of na- 
tional life in the days of Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, a long-obvious and 
unpleasant need. This need, for 
years nervously pushed under the 
rug, is for an objective and fair 
but also firm re-examination of 
relief practices all over this coun- 
try. 


But few men have hearts of 


stone. Few would do anything to 
make any harder the already 
sadly hard road of those really 
compelled to fall back upon public 
relief. But few whose eyes are 
open can doubt that a natural re- 
luctance to pry into the affairs of 
the honorable economic casualties 
of our society has long left hid- 
den a great deal of sordid goild- 
bricking, of grimy chiseling, on 
the relief rolls. 

Abraham Ribicoff, President 
Kennedy’s secretary of heaith, 
education and welfare, is not 
taking sides in a controversy not 
directly his business. Of one point 
of contention, he has said publicly, 
however, that Newburgh, or any 
other city, has a perfect right to 
require relief recipients to go 
onto locally-financed work pro- 
grams. 

Ribicoff, in fact, is becoming a 
hero to moderates and conserva-

It was planned as a distinctly 
hair-shirt operation with a sub- 
sistence allowance of 14 shillings 
a day. 

Like Henry Ford’s expedition 
it is a characteristically .

MANY DEPRESSED 


Many of the ‘debtor’ counties 
are so economically depressed 
that tax equalization alone would 
never make them self-sufficient 
in financing their essential public 
services. 


And business groups urging this 
move throughout the state fully 
realize that such counties will 
even then remain heavily depend- 
ent on state aid. 


At the same time, however, they 
contend that most ‘‘debtor’’ coun- 
ties can and should pay a bigger 
share toward local services than 
they do now by equalizing prop- 
erty taxes — by making sure 
that all taxable property in each 
is not only on the tax 
digest, but also assessed at a 
uniform share of market value 
and taxed at equal rates. 

SEEN ONLY WAY 

Some business leaders fee] that 
this is the only way in which Geor- 
cia can head off the otherwise 
apparently inevitable climb in 
spending beyond foresee- 
able resources within the next 
two years.

The consolidation shows total 
assets of all state-chartered banks

There were 312 banks and 
44 branches on June 30, 1961, 
compared to 313 banks and 34 
branches June 30, 1960.

Writer's 
Bunion Can 


Be Avoided 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 


A bit ago I gave advice, admit- 
tedly without great enthusiasm, to 
a woman with a ‘‘writer’s bunion,”’ 
which isn’t a real bunion at all but 
a callus or thickening of the skin 
on a finger. This problem is 
rather common among people who 
use pen or pencil quite a few hours 
a day. 


Lats of people, of course, don’t 
pay any attention to such a con- 
dition and there’s no medical rea- 
son why they should. It’s not sig- 
nificant. 


Others develop this ‘‘bunion’’ to 
a greater degree and it bothers 
them largely from the standpoint 
of appearance. 


About all the advice I could 
offer was the fact that the callus 
comes from pressure, and any- 
thing that reduces the pressure— 
like not holding the pen or pencil 
too tightly—will help. 


It took one of my readers to 
come up with this: 


“A suggestion to that girl and 
others: Wear a rubber finger on 
the finger that has the callus. 
I constantly use one when taking 
dictation and I’ve been doing this 
type of work for 30 years. No 
callus —One of the Poor Working 
Girls.” 


Our son has a congenital 
small hole in the wall of his 
heart. He is 6 and so far it 
has never bothered him. I have 
him checked one a year. 


Our family doctor suggests 
an operation to correct the con- 
dition before he starts school in 
the fall. On the other hand our 
pediatrician doesn’t advise the} 
operation. In his opinion it} 
isn’t perfected enough. 


As we see it, the question is 
whether to have the operation 
now while he is small and it 
doesn’t bother him, or wait and 
see if it ever bothers him, and 
maybe have a more serious op- 
eration then.—Mrs. F. I. 


I can’t agree that heart surgery 
isn’t perfected enough. Tremen- 
dous strides have been made and 
such surgery is now an everyday 
occurrence. 


The question in such cases is, | 
rather, the timing—the question 
of whether waiting will distort the | 
heart, or weaken the patient. |

would be to consult the surgeon 
who will perform the operation 
and get his advice (and that of his 
staff colleagues) as to the best 
time for it.

Curator James Nonemaker

James Nonemaker, who has 
his finger on the pulse beat of 
decorative authenticity of the 
18th and 19th centuries, can 
also vie with some of the city’s 
landscape architects.

Ground attractions are pots of 
ligustrum and boxwood plants. 


“This is only the beginning,” 
confessed Mr. Nonemaker the 
other day. “I really enjoy be 
ing a bricklayer. Now that the 
terrace is finished I have al- 
ready started on a dining ter- 
race which will run alongside 
the rear of the house and which 
will adjoin our enclosed ter- 
race. 


““At the rear of this terrace 
we are starting a boxwood gar- 
den. The area is small but we 
are using a formal pattern.”’ 


When guests look out over 
the Nonemaker back yard there 


is what might be termed as an 
underveloped”’ area alongside 
and behind the garage. 


“That is very pretty back 
there, it looks woodsy and 
peaceful,”” some people say. 


“Oh, that won't be 
long,” Mr. Nonemaker says. 
“When I finish the dining 
area and the boxwood garden 
I'm going to make a Japanese 
tea garden there complete with 
teahouse.”’

TV Mearings ‘Nonsense’

HOLLYWOOD (UPI). 
The recent Congression- 
al investigation of TV 
violence may have some 
video brass running for 
cover, but outspoken pro- 
ducer Tom McDermott is 
fighting back. 


McDermott, a short, stocky, 
outspoken individual, is produc- 
tion boss at Four Star Tele- 
vision where he is partners with 
Dick Powell, David Niven and 
Charles Boyer. 


Pulling no punches, McDer- 
mott refers to some hearings 
and statements by politicians as 
“nonsense and headline hunt- 


ing.”” 


“It’s the thing to do right 
now,”’ he said of the brickbats 
being hurled at TV. “One in- 
vestigation lasted so long that 
before it ended, I'd testified on 
both sides. When the hearings 
began, I was in an advertising 
agency and when it ended I was 
in TV production.” 


McDermott doesn’t have his 
head buried in sand when it 
comes to TV’s faults, and can- 
didly admits some shows need- 
lessly use violence. 

“But, over-all, there’s not too 
much,” he said. ‘It’s bad 
drama.”’ 

Tom and Four Star turn out 
such shows as Rifleman, Robert 
Taylor Detectives and others 
with new ones planned for the 
fall. 

McDermott suggested that TV 
might be a popular whipping 


boy and says there is violence 
in many of the nation’s enter- 
tainment forms. 


“Look at the theatre, Tennes- 
see Williams is not violence?” 
he asked. “It’s in movies, stage 
and books. You read about the 
attacks on violence and to me 
it’s all cliche.

But the French President 
makes one concession to show- 
manship: in times of crisis, he 
puts on his old Army uniform 
—the one he wore on June 18, 
1940, when he went to London 
to make his famous France-has- 
lost-a-battle-not-a-war speech. 

Because of poor evesight, De 
Gaulle cannot follow a_ script 
unless he wears very heavy 
glasses. Nor can he read a 
teleprompter. He  memorizes 
his entire speech, even the long 
Ones.

Bard Successful 
In Southern Bout 


By STUART CULPEPPER 
The Academy Theater, Atlanta’s increasingly 
famous professional resident acting company, has 
presented six performances of three of Shakespeare’ Ss 
finest plays so far in its month-long season, and in 
doing so, has proved several things that should have 


been obvious all along. 


First, and maybe foremost, 
the Southeastern Shakespeare 
Festival has nroved that the 
Bard is GOOD THEATER! The 
three productions of ‘‘As You 
Like It,” “Richard IT” and 
“King Lear” are extremely in- 
teresting and offer high come- 
dy as well as the deepest of 
tragedy. There is no end of en- 
tertainment in these produc- 
tions, and perhaps the only 
qualification for their fullest 
enjoyment is that the audi- 
ence occasionally think. Not a 
dear price for the quality seen 
and the benefits gained. . 


Second, the Festival has 
proved that the only good pro- 
fessional-quality actors and ac- 
tresses are not strictly in the 
North. There is excellent tal- 
ent on display in the perform- 
ances, and no small amount of 
it has come from right here in 
the state. The University of 
Georgia’s fine drama _ depart- 
ment has contributed largely 
with talent like Cary Bynum, 
Douglas Hale, C. B. Anderson 
and Richard Bowden. Other lo- 
cal schools have also supplied 
their representatives. 

MOST AMBITICUS 

Third, this is the caliber of 
entertainment that Atlanta has 
needed for a long time. From 
time to time there have been 
several attempts to reinforce 
the cultural level of the city 
and its performing arts with 
high-type productions of a seri- 


ous nature, and there are many 
such groups still in operation 
here. Yet, this is by far the 
most ambitious and prolonged 
attempt made in a long, long 
time. 

Fourth, elaborate scenery 
and technical gimmicks are not 
at all necessary te convey the 
magic originally penned by 
Shakespeare. The Academy 
group has worked beautifully 
with costumes and only an oc- 
casional chair or two for scen- 
ery on its multi-leveled, spe- 
cially constructed stage. 
SECOND THOUGHTS 


Looking back over the week, 
several second thoughts occur 
after the initial reviews: 

‘“‘As You Like It’’ is probably 
the best of the three plays be- 
ing done, at least in its sheer 
pleasure of subject matter, per- 
formance and production. Cer- 
tainly it is the easiest to sit 
through. 

“Richard Il” is 
long 


opposite. They are spell-bind- 
in their intensity. 
Boessing’s Richard is magnifi- 
cent. 

‘King Lear” is a great play, 
and while not always cohesive, 
it is high drama. Being prob- 
ably the most difficult to per- 
form of the three being pre-
